Where an agent contracts in behalf of 
his principal he will not be liable to third 
persons, when credit is given exclusively to 
the principal ; but if credit is given to the 
agent exclusively or to both principal and 
agent, the agent will be personally respon- 
sible. In most of the cases of contract, the 
principal question is to whom was the credit 
given, and this is a question of fact. Where 
an agent exceeds his authority, he will be 
personally responsible. to the person with 
whom he is dealing, if the limitation of his 
authority is unknown to such person, or if 
he guarantees a ratification by his principal 
of acts which the other party knows to be 
beyond his authority. 

Where an agent holds himself out as 
principal without disclosing the fact of his 
agency, he will render himself responsible, 
because he thereby assumes the credit upon 
hiscontract. The principal, however, would 
also be liable, if the act were within the 
scope of the agent's authority ; but if credit 
is given solely to the principal, and the 
agent declares his agency and expressly re- 
fuses to incur personal responsibility at the 


‘time, the irresponsibility of the principal 


will not créate a Hability on the part of the 
agent, unless the agent has been guilty of 
some misrepresentation or fraud. 

If a person make a contract in his own 
name or assumes a personal liability, by the 
terms of his contract he will be personally 
liable, although the fact of his agency is 
known. If he gives a note in his own name 
for goods purchased by him for his principal, 
and acknowledged to be so purchased by 
the terms of the note itself, or if he procures 
a policy of insurance to be made out in his 
name, or accepts a bill in his own name, 
drawn upon him on account of jhis principal, 
or, especially where the instrument is under 
seal and is ostensibly the deed of the agent, 
this rule will apply. 

Agents are responsible, personally, when 
there is no other person who can be made 
legally responsible as a principal upon the 
ground that he who contracts in his own 
name as agent of a person incapable of con- 
tracting, must be presumed to bind himself ; 
and also because the party with whom the 
agent contracted would otherwise have no 
remedy. Yet if persons consent to deal 
with an agent, without his personal credit 
and résponsibility, but upon the faith that 
they will be repaid by the principal, wheth- 
er the principal is legally bound or not, the 
agent will not be liable. 

The liability of an agent may also arise 
by implication from his acts; or from the 
general usage or habits of the particular 
parties. The general rule is that the party 
to whom the credit is knowingly and ex- 
clusively given is liable, and if it is given 
to both parties both are responsible. An 
exclusive credit to the agent is sometimes 
so strongly inferred from the circumstances 
as to afford a presumption of law, as where 
a factor buys and sells goods for a principal 
in a foreign country ; or, in some particular 
agencies, as in that of a factorand master of 
a ship, a double responsibility will be pre- 
sumed. This presumption can be disproved, 
and proof of exclusive credit must always 
be matter of evidence, dependent on the 
circumstances of each particular case. 

The foregoing rules in regard to the lia- 
bility of agents apply exclusively to cases 
of private agency. The doctrine in rela- 
tion to agents contracting in behalf of the 
government or of the public is that such 
agents will not be personally bound upon 
their contracts as to third persons, unless 
they expressly make themselves liable, or 
at least unless there isa manifest intention 
between the parties to create a personal 
responsibility on the part of the agent. 
The reason of this rule is that no private 
person can be presumed to have assumed 


any liability in respect of the contracts of 
the government, and no person can be pre- 
sumed to have intended to give credit to 
him personally, inasmuch asthe ability of 
the government to pay its just debts is 
vastly greater than that of any private in- 
dividual can possibly be. This principle 
applies not only to simple contracts, but to 
specialties executed by agents of the 
government, under their own seals and 
names. 

An agent is personally liable to third per- 
sons for his trespasses and positive wrongs, 
but he is ordinarily only responsible to his 
principal for his omissions and non-feas- 
ances in the course of his duty. The prin- 
cipal in such case would be solely liable. 
Where the agent in the due exercise of his 
powers makes a contract as agent, taking 
no personal responsibility, the action must 
be brought against the principal. So also, 
if money is paid over to a known agent 
for the use of his principal, an action 
for money had and received cannot be 
maintained against him, but must be 
brought against the principal, the agent 
being only responsible for breach of his 
actual authority to his principal ; but if 
the payment to the agent is utterly 
void, so that he is not accountable to 
his principal, he will be liable to the 
parties paying him, unless he has actu- 
ally paid over the money to his prin- 
cipal. 

If money is paid by mistake to an 
agent he will be liable to a personal 
action for it so long as it remains in his 
hands, although his principal is cred- 
ited for it on account forwarded to 
him ; but if the money is actually paid 
over to the principal the agent will 
not be liable, unless he has been guilty 
of fraud or of improper conduct. This 
rule only applies to cases where money 
is paid to an agent by a third person 
for the use of the principal; and when 
money is paid to the agent by the 
principal for the use of a third person 
no action lies against the agent by such 
third person, but only by the principal. 
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Electrolytic Process. 





The object of this invention is to 
separate the acid and alkaline constituents 
which compose the alkali salts by means of 
what is called secondary electrolysis in 
such a manner that the products of dissocia- 
tion or ions will not be contaminated with 
the alkali salt (electrolyte) operated upon, 
and so that the ions may be drawn from 
the apparatus without stopping the oper- 
ation. 

The invention is based upon a principle 
which for a number of years has been illus- 
trated by an experiment relative to the 
separation of the acid from the base of a 
salt while in solution by means of electro- 
lysis, which is effected by filling three ves- 
sels with water, placing them side by side, 
dissolving in the middle vessel a salt such 
as sodic sulphate, bringing the liquid con- 
tained in the middle vessel in communica- 
tion with the liquid in the outer vessel by 
means of cotton wicks or siphons, introduc- 
ing into the outer vessels the opposite elec- 
trodes of an electric battery and tinging 
the liquids contained in the outer vessels 
with a solution of some vegetable coloring 
matter such as litmus, the object being to 
illustrate the passage of alkali and acid into 
the opposite outer vessels, when a current 
of electricity is passed through, the blue 
coloring becoming red in presence of an 
acid and green in presence of an alkali. By 
providing a uniform supply of salt in the 
middle vessel, maintaining the liquid con- 
tents of the three vessels at a constant and 
uniform level and drawing off the products 
of dissociation (ions) from their solution in 
the outer vessels, the process of dissoci- 
ation can be carried on without interruption, 
and the ions conveyed into the outer ves- 
sels are not contaminated with the alkali 
salt (electrolyte) operated upon. 

The apparatus constructed forthe purpose 
of carrying out the process is illustrated in

Into 
the supply tank A is placed a perforated 
grid or cage, II, which is supported by 
flanges, 4 4, bearing upon the edges of the

When the liquids in the tanks B C have 
become properly saturated with acid or al- 
kali they are drawn off through the faucets 
k k', which are close to the bottoms of the 
tanks, where the most concentrated solu- 
tion is situated. At the same time the water 
supply pipe G is kept open, so that a suffi- 
cient supply of fresh water is introduced 
into each tank to maintain the level indi- 
cated by the dotted lines in Fig. 1, it being 
obvious that if the level of the liquids in the 
tanks BC should be permitted to sink be- 
neath the level of the liquid in the tank A, 
a portion of the liquid from the latter 
tank would pass through the siphons 
D D’ into the tanks B C, and the solu- 
tions of the ions would be contami- 
nated with the electrolyte. By means 
of the heating coil I in the lower part 
of the perforated cage H the solution 
of the salt contained in said cage is 
facilitated. 

From this description it will be un- 
derstood that an uninterrupted supply 
of salt can be kept up in the tank A, 
while the ions collect in the tanks B C, 
whence they can be drawn off by 
means of the faucets 4 4, so that the 
process of dissociation can be carried 
on without interruption. Furthermore 
by maintaining a uniform and constant 
level of liquid in the several tanks the 
danger that a portion of the electro- 
lyte from the tank A might find its 
way into the tanks B C before having 
become dissociated is avoided, it being 
self evident that if the level of the 
liquid in the tanks B C should be per- 
mitted to sink below the level of the 
liquidin the tank A a portion of the solu- 
tion contained in the tank A would pass 
through the siphons D D’ into the tanks BC, 
and the ions contained in these tanks would 
be contaminated with theelectrolyte. In this 
process the anion is caused to flow through 
the siphon D into the tank B and the cation

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Lapless Valves.

In going over a chain conveyor plant 
recently an engine was found which gives a 
fair illustration of the low grade engineer- 
ing existing inmany places. The plant was 
put up only a few years ago, so that there 
is no reason why the best appliances 
and details of construction should not have 
been employed in its building and equip- 
ment. 

It is not intended to consider the de- 
tails of the conveyor at present, although 
there might have been much greater 
economy in the working of the system and 
less danger of breakdowns and loss of 
time. 

The machinery is driven from the engine 


| less than $15. 


The engine is horizontal. with cylin- 
der 16x24 inches; the steam pressure is 
80 pounds, the revolutions are about 100 
per minute on an average, and there is a 
throttle governor, and therefore no varia- 
tion if cut off. The valve is put in line and 
line ; that is, there is no lap or lead to it, 
and consequently the steam follows the full 
length of the stroke all of the time no mat- 
ter what the load is. This for an engine 
which was built within a few years seems 
to be rather an odd piece of workman- 
ship. 

The power of the engine figured with 100 
revolutions, 80 pounds of steam, is about 190 
horse power ; that is, the area of the piston 
being 200, and the piston travel per minute 
400 feet, gives : 


Now, probably on account of wire draw- 
ing of the steam as the valve nears the 
closing of the ports at the end of each 
stroke, the pressure on the piston will fall 
enough to make a mean pressure so much 
less that the engine will not develop more 
than 150 actual horse power. This is 
probably about what it produces at a full 
load.

is on the engine, there is the same rela- 
tive waste of steam going on at every revo- 
lution. 

There is poor economy in a throttling en- 
gine, even at its best, with a proper cut-off 
to the valve ; but when to the wastefulness 
of a throttling engine there is added that 
caused by the valve having no lap, and there- 
fore no cut-off, the amount of steam going 
to waste continually is excessive and beyond 
any justifiable limit. 


Changing the valve in this engine could 
be very easily, cheaply and quickly done, 
so as to procure a proper cut-off and expan- 
sion of steam which would make the engine 
run on far less coal and yet do all of the 
work which would be required of it. Of 
course if the maximum load to be hauled 
at any time is going to be 150 horse power, 
and the engine at the given revolutions and 
initial steam pressure and no cut-off only 
develops 150 horse power, then, in order to 
maintain the same amount of horse power 
at a maximum with a cut-off, the speed of 
the engine, or the initial steam pressure 
will have to be increased. Probably either 
one of these things could be readily done, as 
the boilers are apparently amply strong for 
a pressure of 100 pounds or more. If the 
speed was to be increased it could be 
easily accomplished by placing a grooved 
pulley of larger diameter onto the main 
shaft, and it might be of advantage to 
increase both the pressure and the revolu- 
tions. 

Placing a pulley of larger diameter on the 
shaft would be an improvement in regard 
to the life of the driving cable, and the cost 
would be small.

DEXTER, N. Y., February 16, 1894. 


At last there is snow in the woods 
and the lumberman and pulp mill proprie- 
torare beginning to breathe more freely. 
The last two snowfalls have been especially 
welcome and the logging is now going on 
in good earnest.

One of the most complete fine writing 
paper mills in the country will have been 
placed in operation in this city by the time 
this appears 1n print, viz., the W. W. White 
Paper Company’s plant. For the past year 
or more this mill has been under construc- 


| tion, under the personal supervision of the 


vice-president and general manager, C. W. 
Young, well known throughout the trade. 
The completion of the mill makes an im- 
portant epoch in the industries of Dayton, 
giving it an invaluable acquisition in the 
only plant of its kind in the confines of the 
city. 

The mill is located on a convenient strip 
of ground, running 280 feet on Columbia 
street, 237 feet on Cincinnati street, 255 feet 
on Tappen street and extending along the 
railroad 350 feet. 

The buildings are spacious, modern in 
their chief and minor details and are of 
brick construction.

The pulp mill of the Thilmany Pulp and 
Paper Company, at Kaukauna, is being very 
considerably improved by a general over- 
hauling, and the addition of one more pulp 
grinder and wet machine. 

The Appleton Machine Company reports 
a very brisk business on large contracts 
from the Marinette and Menominee Paper 
Company and the Combined Locks Paper 
Company, in addition to the small orders 
and repair work which are constantly com- 
ing in. 

A five year old son of Henry Miller, em- 
ployed in the mill of the Little Chute Pulp 
Company, was burned to death a week ago. 
He was visiting his grandmother in Neenah, 
and was left in bed in the morning while she 
went to milk the cow. During her absence 
he got up and went to the stove, where his 
nightgown caught fire. The funeral oc- 
curred at Little Chute last Monday. 

Reports have been revived of late at 
Kaukanna, that the National Wall Paper 
Company’s factory at that point would be 
much enlarged the coming season, so as to 
employ several hundred hands. It is im- 
possible, however, to substantiate these 
rumors. A. E. Audebert, who has been 
foreman at this factory, expects to accept 
a position with another concern in Cleve- 
land next month. 

Major Moore, formerly of Appleton, lately 
employed in the millof the Wisconsin River 
Paper and Pulp Company, at Stevens’ Point, 
was probably fatally injured last week by 
having an arm drawn into the drying cylin- 
ders and terribly crushed and burned.

Lincoln's birthday of this year will 
long be memorable in Chicago. During the 
night a blizzard came to town and all the 
forenoon it has been cutting up such antics 
as never before occurred here. As the day 
progresses it seems to grow more wicked, 
and in numerous places plays havoc with 
every portable thing in sight. Wagons are 
turned over as easily as though they had 
been constructed of paper. Perhaps the 
worst point in the city is at the intersection 
of Van Buren and Dearborn streets, where 
the Monadnock and Old Colony buildings 
are at oppositecorners. Few men who have 
crossed there since morning will care to at- 
tempt it again until the storm abates. At 
this place a woman was lifted off her feet 
and dashed against a fire plug with such 
force as to break two of her ribs and injure 
her so severely that her life is despaired of. 

The J. W. Butler Paper Company had one 
of its fine delivery wagons demolished at 
this point; in fact, wagons galore were 
overturned here with disastrous results in 
most cases. The great altitude of the 
Monadnock and Old Colony buildings seemed 
to increase the velocity of the wind and im- 
part to it some sinister power for mischief ; 
but this was not the only point where such 
capers were played. All through the ‘‘ sky 
scraping” district lively pantomines were 
continuously on the boards. Take it all in 
all it is the severest blizzard which has vis- 
ited Chicago in the memory of the oldest 
inhabitant. The first mail this morning 
was up to the standard of Monday mails, 
but by noon the trains from every direction 
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were belated, and by the middle of the 


afternoon business was about at a stand- 
still. 

J. H. Bishop & Company, paper dealers, 
Minneapolis, Minn., at the request of the 
stockholders and creditors, were put into 
the hands of a receiver last week. B. F. 
Nelson, of the Hennepin Paper Company, 
was seiected by the Court for the position, 
a selection which gives satisfaction to all 
concerned. James H. Bishop & Co. are 
an incorporated concern with a capital stock 
of $50,000. From the inception of the com- 
pany some seven or eight years ago yntil 
the last annual meeting on January 25 J. H. 
Bishopwas president and general manager. 
The directors of the company had implicit 
faith in the integrity and business capacity 
of Mr. Bishop, and, with the exception of a 
perfunctory examination of the books at the 
annual meetings, accepted his statements of 
the condition of the company as correct. 
During the past year, however, certain 
creditors threw out intimations which 
aroused suspicion in the breasts of some of 
the principal stockholders that perhaps the 
affairs of the company had better have a 
general overhauling. This was done last 
January, when the worst fears of the stock- 
holders were realized. Bishop was deposed 
from the presidency and directory, and 
Lester Bradner was selected to take the 
presidency and general management. 

After the books and accounts had been 
carefully scrutinized the stockholders de- 
cided that their best interests would be 
conserved by the appointment of a receiver 
to wind up the business. The Bishop Com- 
pany had a very prosperous career until the 
Minneapolis Envelope Company was organ- 
ized, some two or three years ago. Up to 
that time it had paid good dividends. The 
envelope company was organized by J. H. 
Bishop, and he was its president and general 
manager. ‘The credit of J. H. Bishop & Co. 
was used to start the envelope company. 
The machinery and apparatus were pur- 
chased by J. H. Bishop & Co. and sold to 
the envelope company. Even the articles 
of incorporation, brushes, brooms, dynamos, 
trucks, &c., were paid for by the paper 
company and sold to the envelope company. 
The paper of the latter was given in pay- 
ment of the indebtedness and was then 
discounted. Atthe annual meeting about 
a year ago the directors discovered that the 
indebtedness of the envelope company was 
quite heavy, and they instructed Bishop to 
have it cut down at once and have it put 
into bills receivable. He complied with the 
latter part of the request, but the indebted- 
ness was not diminished. At the last 
annual meeting they discovered the paper 
given for the construction of the envelope 
company—the first intimation they had that 
the credit of the Bishop Company was used 
to build it—making the entire indebtedness 
approximate $30,000. 

The envelope company was injurious to 
Bishop & Co, in another respect. The en- 
velopes made in the factory were of an in- 
ferior grade, and as Bishop & Co. handled 
them tothe exclusion of others the envelope 
trade fell away and this had a harmful ef- 
fect on the other lines. When Mr. Bradner 
assumed the management of Bishop & Co. 
he shut off trade with the envelope com- 
pany and the latter at once suspended oper- 
ations. 

A chattel mortgage for $10,000 was filed 
against the envelope company recently, but 
the creditors have knowledge that only 
$200 were advanced on the mortgage, and 
according to the statutes of Minnesota that 
amount will constitute the lien by the 
mortgage. Some years ago Bradner Smith 
& Co., of Chicago, had a branch house in 
Minneapolis and at that time Mr. Bishop was 
the credit man of the branch. Hehad quite 
a reputation as a financier, and some three 
years ago acquired quite a notoriety as 
president of the American Building and 
Loan Association. Quite a large block of 
stock in J. H. Bishop & Co. is held in Chi- 
cago. 

W. H. Chamberlin, with Z. & W. M. 
Crane, Dalton, Mass., and C. M. Barden, 
with Crane Brothers, Westfield, Mass., 
were in the city last week and reported 
trade fair. 

The Marinette & Menominee Paper Com- 
pany shipped for the week ending February 
8, 1894, 400,000 pounds of paper (200 tons). 
The No. 2 mill of this company will be 
ready for operation in a few days. One of 
the M. & M.’s pulp mills recently turned out 
in twenty-four hours 18 8-10 tons of pulp. 

The Appleton Woolen Mills, which man- 
ufacture American felts, with American 
wool by American labor, especially for 
American paper makers, have recently is- 
sued a neat pamphlet containing thirty fac- 
simile letters, a perusal of which would 
convince the most skeptical and prejudiced 
that the felts made by this company are not 
surpassed by those made in any part of the 
world. The first letter in the pamphlet is 
from the chairman of the committee of 
American Wool Manufacturers, certifying 
that the Appleton Woolen Mill Company 
had received two awards at the World’s 
Fair. D. V. N. Harwood, one of the heavy 
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stockholders of the company and father of 
Superintendent F. J. Harwood, died a few 
weeks ago at his residence at Ripon, Wis. 
He was a gentleman universally esteemed 
in the State of Wisconsin and lived to a ripe 
old age. 

The Hon. Byron Weston was in the city 
last week en route to the Pacific Coast. 

An explosion occurred at the S. E. Bar- 
rett tar paper manufacturing plant, Minne- 
apolis, early on Sunday morning of last 
week, resulting in the death of James John- 
son, the night engineer. It is not exactly 
known what caused the explosion, but it is 
supposed that vapor from the still was es- 
caping on account of the pipe being clogged 
up, and the engineer, hearing the safety 
valve pounding, went up on top of the still 
to investigate, and the room being full of 
the inflammable vapor the explosion took 
place and cost Johnson his life. He was 
knocked about 20 feet from where he 
stood, and falling upon asteam pipe the lat- 
ter was broken, and the hot steam escaping 
he was frightfully scalded. The deceased

In response to the invitation of Hugh 
J. Chisholm, president of the Portland and 
Rumford Falls Railway, several members 
of the Boston trade found themselves in 
Portland on Saturday morning last and 
joined a pzrty of excursionists over the new 
road to Rumford Falls, Me. 

Among the guests were Charles D. Brown, 
who is largely interested in Rumford Falls 
as one of the pioneers in the development 
of that site and closely associated with Mr. 
Chisholm in the success of the various in- 
dustries there located ; George W. Russell, 
of the Russell Paper Company, who is one 
of the directors in the Portland and Rum- 
ford Falls Railway ; Henry D. Pope, of the 
Rice-Kendall Company, and his son, H. H. 
Pope, now with the Manufacturers’ Invest- 
ment Company, at Appleton, Wis.; Charles 
R. Milliken and C. W. Milliken, of the Po- 
land Paper Company,and Daniel F. Emery, 
Jr., president of the Rumford Falls Paper 
Company. 

At Cumberland Junction, at Poland Springs 
Junction and at Mechanics Falls the excur- 
sion party was largely increased by num- 
bers of gentlemen prominent 1n the politi- 
cal, banking, business and social circles of 
Maine, some 250 gentlemen all told reach- 
ing Rumford Falls about 11:30 a. m. 

Mr. Chisholm had provided for his guests, 
and after dinner the party braved the snow 
storm and proceeded to do the town, visit- 
ing the points of interest there. 

The big plant of the Rumford Falls Paper 
Company was of considerable attraction to 
many of the party, and in company with 
those interested your correspondent visited 
the mill. 

The first flow of water was let into the 
penstocks on June 12, 1873, and a month 
later paper was run off the machines. 

The machine rooms, and there are two, 
are 72x180 feet each. There are four Four- 
drinier paper machines, one 110 inches wide, 
two 125 inches wide and one 135 inches wide, 
all built by the Rice, Barton & Fales Ma- 
chine and Iron Company, of Worcester, 
Mass. 

The beating engine room is 80 by 170 feet, 
and contains eight 1,200 pound ‘* Horne 


engines, six large size ‘‘ Emerson” Jordans 


and five feltless wet machines. 

The pulp room is 60 by 160 feet and is 
fitted fortwenty grinders, fifteen being now 
in use, the grinders having been built by 
the Holyoke Machine Works, which concern 
also furnished the nine water wheels. 

The finishing room is 80 by 120 feet, and 
on the floor below is the shipping room, 
freight cars running right into the room un- 
der cover. 

Everything about the extensive plant is 
first class in every respect, and every eco- 
nomical appliance for the lessening of the 
cost of production is utilized. 

The office quarters are spacious and fitted 
up after the style of a city banking house. 

The cost of this extensive paper mill 
plant is said to be about $500,000, and the 
capacity is 50 tons of pulp and 60 tons of 
news paper per day. 

Garret Schenck is the general manager, 
under whose personal supervision the entire 
plant was constructed and furnished, and 
Daniel F. Emery, Jr., president of the com- 
pany, is a gentleman of the highest execu- 
tive ability and largely interested in every 
enterprise centring in Rumford Falls. 

Limited time prevented a visit to other 
manufacturing establishments, but it may 
not be amiss to mention that the plant of 
the Chemical Association, owned and oper- 
ated by Boston parties, is located at Rum- 
ford Falls and started up in January, 1893, 
and is now said to be turning out 1 ton of 
caustic soda and 2 tons of bleaching pow- 
der a day. 

In the spring work on the sulphite mill 
will be resumed, and other enterprises will 
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no doubt be put under way ; for, now that 
the Portland and Rumford Falls Railway is 
completed, nothing can prevent the rapid 
development and growth of Rumford Falls, 
backed as it is by the efforts and enterprise 
of such progressive men as Hugh J. Chis- 
holm and his able associates. 

The American Chemical Fibre Associa- 
tion is holding its monthly meeting to-day 
at the Parker House, the following named 
members being in attendance: Col. A. G. 
Paine, M. M. Armstrong and John W. 
Welch representing the New York and 
Pennsylvania Company; C. H. Delano, of 
the Ticonderoga Pulp and Paper Company; 
Thomas Duncan and B. F. Watson, of the 
Hudson River Water Power and Paper 
Company ; E. L. Embree and S. L. Ham- 
mer, of the Columbian Paper Company ;

On Monday afternoon of this week the 
creditors of the D. Lothrop Company, book 
publishers, met for the second time to dis- 
cuss the condition of things. 

The meeting was called to listen to the 
report of the committee appointed at the 
previous meeting to investigate matters. 

Louis D. Brandeis, assignee, read the re- 
port which the committee had prepared, 
and now it really does look as if creditors 
would get the full value of their claims. 

The gist of the report was that the liabili- 
ties of $250,000 had been curtailed to $144,- 
000 by the Lothrop family waiving their 
claims in favor of the other creditors. This 
action by which $106,000 of liabilities are 
set aside makes it certain that the other 
creditors will have their claims paid in full, 
though the committee value the assets at 
only $218,000, instead of $640,000 as origi- 
nally appraised. 

It was stated that a dividend of 25 per 
cent. will be ready for distribution by the 
15th of the month. The rest will follow as 
soon as the assets can be turned into cash. 

A movement is now on foot for organiz- 
ing a corporation to take the business of 
the company, which, if successful, will 
greatly facilitate the work of settling the 
claims. 

The creditors showed their appreciation 
of the generosity of the Lothrop family by 
passing a vote of thanks for their action in 
waiving their rights as creditors until the 
other creditors have had their claims liqui- 
dated. 

A paragraph is going the rounds to the 
effect that the big mill of the Hollingsworth 
& Whitney Company—the Taconnet at 
Waterville, Me.—is running only five days 
a week. To that statement the company 
makes protest, as it is not founded on fact. 
On the contrary, as a member of the com- 
pany said, the Taconnet mill has been run- 
ning full time, every day in the week, since 
first started up after the completion of the 
mill plant last summer. 

Reports from Madison, Me., say that the 
Manufacturing Investment Company will 
resume operations in June. The mill will 
be under the management of practical fibre 
manufacturers, and it is being remodelled 
under their direction. The plan of recon- 
struction, it is said, will correct all of the 
mistakes of the old management, and as 
the company has a secret chemical process 
of making wood pulp, it said that the mill 
will, when started, probably be one of the 
best paying plants in the country. 

Stone & Forsyth's printing department 
was the scene of considerable excitement 
Monday morning, occasioned by the ignit- 
ing of acan of benzine used in cleaning a 
big press just being set up. Fire alarms 
were rung in from two boxes, and fire en- 
gines came quickly ; but the employees had 
extinguished the blaze, and there wasn't 
damage enough done to justify a claim on 
the insurance companies. 

The annual business meeting of the Pa- 
per Mill Mutual Insurance Company was 
held Monday afternoon, and the officers 
elected are: President and treasurer, Ro- 
land W. Toppan ; vice-president, W. H. H.

The great losses in time and money, 
caused by the stripping of the cogs from 
large gearing in paper and other mills, has 
stimulated men into inventing other means 
than that of the common cast iron or wooden

tooth gear for driving heavy shafting. The | 


class of shafting meant is that which is used 
principally to connect the turbines with 
the main shafting of the mill, or in fact 
wherever large sized gears are used. In 
many driving systems the gearing consists 
of a cast iron body and wooden teeth. 
Wooden teeth are not reliable in these days 
of high speed and heavy machinery. They 
were all right when the old overshot water 
wheel and its slow running adjustment was 
employed, but they don’t work now. Again, 
one often finds that the gearing is wholly 
cast iron—body, cogs and all. Such gears 
run well and do what the makers intended, 
but even these gears frequently break down. 
Only a few weeks ago the gearing of the 
driving system of the Pettebone-Cataract 
Paper Company’s mill at Niagara Falls, 
N. Y., was entirely stripped of cogs and 
two large pulleys were broken, resulting in 
the suspension of the entire plant for two 
weeks. The loss in time, labor and repair- 
ing is something enormous in cases of this 
kind, and at the same time the cause is 
simply the weakness of a tooth or two in a 
gear. Two cast iron gears are shown in the 
following cut:

starting up or stopping a heavy machine, 
the cogs are very likely to conflict at the 
ends ; that is, the top of one cog is likely 
to strike upon the top of its mate in the ad- 
This would happen at the 
point designated by the arrow. The result 
is that one cog snaps off; soon another 
goes ; then a dozen or more will be stripped 
off, and that ends it. Now it is proposed to 
make the circular frame part of these driv- 
ing gears of tough paper stock, because 
when a cog contacts with a cog in another 
gear, and the material in which that cog is 
set is pliable, as paper will be, then one 


cog simply pushes the other to one side and

Two points of superiority are claimed by 
the inventors of these gears, namely, plia- 
bility of the cog adjustment, and lightness 
of the gear.

The compressed paper rim 
is just pliable enough to allow the cogs a 
very slight leeway in case of collision.

Stiffness is done away 
with, so that when a crash comes there is 
no stripping of teeth, nor breaking or ex- 
pensive gearing.

their favor. Less expensive equipment of 
bearings follows lighter gears ; then freight- 
age would be less. 

This patent is not confined solely to large 
gears, as small ones can be made on the 
same principle.

In a previous paper I spoke of water 
finishing and proposed to give a good method 
for using the finish on the machine calen- 
ders. This makes a finish which gives a 
smooth, even sheet of paper, dampened 
only enough to keep its fibres more densely 
compressed by the calendering and render 
it tougher than it would otherwise be. Its 


| even, smooth surface makes it more mar- 


ketable, and its increase in weight after un- 
dergoing the process makes it a profitable 
thing for the manufacturer. Some of the 
methods employed are very rude, the idea 
being to have one roll of the stack on each 
side, wet and without any precaution for 
keeping surplus water from dripping on the 


reels. In some cases there is no water pipe, 
but the water is fed from a pail, using a 
straight strip of board covered with felt 
fastened across the face of the roll and raised

| the roll.

Make the two V shaped troughs or boxes 
of the required length and about 3 inches in 
width for the front side, and 4 inches for the 
back, the box inside describing an angle of 
about 80°. The outer edges of the front, or 
3 inch sides must be planed to present a

Near the ends of the 
box, preferably on the back side of the ma- 
chine, an inside end piece is fastened, 2 or 3 
inches from the end, and on the bottom of 
the box between the end pieces a hole is 
bored and a short piece of iron or brass pipe

is tightly fastened ; to this is attached a | 


piece of hose pipe to convey any overflow | 


from the box down under the floor, and a 
slot cut in the inner end piece lets the sur- 


plus water flow through. The box should | 


be made of clear seasoned pine and all 
joints leaded with white or red lead before 
being nailed together ; 


the edge is then finished by nailing two 
thicknesses of good felt on it. A strip of 
wood nailed on either end on the edge of the 
box, inside and projecting above the water 
level will adjust the water on the rolls to 
any width of sheets. 

For the ends of the boxes a couple of iron 
plates are needed with a pin in the centre 


about three-quarters of an inch long, and | 
heavy enough to bear the weight of the box | 


when full of water. These plates are screwed 
on the ends of the boxes, a little back of the 
centre, so that the box will tilt forward and 
press on the roll when in position. The 
side supports are blocks of oak bolted to the 
calender frame and having a perpendicular 
slot cut in them to receive the pins on the 
ends of the boxes, and set in position so 
that the edges will rest on the bare roll 
slightly above the centre. The slot is made 
in this manner so that the box can be re- 
moved at any time when not in use or while 
the rolls are undergoing repairs without be- 
ing injured. 

A short arm or lever should be attached 
to the front end of the boxes, so that the box 


| can be tilted back at any time and the water 





withdrawn from the rolls. Thisarm can be 
placed in any convenient position and fas- 
tened back by a spring, hook or weight. A 
pin on each block set about three-quarters 
of an inch from the boxes keeps it from 
tipping over any farther than is necessary 
to withdraw it from contact with the 
rolls. 

The water should be supplied by a pipe 
brought overhead and brought down inside 
of the calender frame and a valve near the 
end can regulate the flow. 

This, if carefully made, is cheap enough 
for anyone, and makes a box tight and free 
from any dripping, and in case of a break 
or shut down, the lever being pulled back 
at once stops the flow of water, thus leav- 
ing no streaky unsalable paper, and the 
water need not be shut off, as when the box 
is tilted back the overflow takes the water 
off as fast as it enters from the feed pipe. 
The box is thus kept full continually, and 
never needs to get dry and leaky, and on 
releasing the lever the box resumes its po-

WE have been looking over the 
figures of the imports and exports of 
paper for the United Kingdom, the 
comparisons being made for 1880 and 


1890, these being the only figures we | 


have to hand from contemporaneous 
sources. From these we find that the 
imports of foreign paper into Great 
Britain during the year 1880 amounted 
to 39,6224 tons, while in 1890 the im- 
ports of foreign made paper were 
116,8013{ tons, an increase for the 
ten years of nearly 200 per cent. 
It must not be supposed, however, 
that British exports of paper did 
not increase within the same period. 
During 1880 the exports amounted to 
26,441% tons; but in 1890 they had en- 
|larged to 43,327% tons, an increase of 
|over 84 per cent. It must be remem- 
bered that these exports go largely to 
British colonies in all parts of the 
world, and therefore do 
erly represent the sales of paper 
|to foreign countries. The imports, 
however, are necessarily of foreign 
origin. In connection with this we 
invite attention to a remark by our 
| London correspondent, who says that 
Great Britain is exporting less and im- 
porting more paper every year, and our 
weekly export tables show that she is 
taking a very fair supply of the Ameri- 
can product.

They conducted the 
business until seven years ago, when they 
disposed of their plant at a fair consid- 
eration and it was converted into an arti- 
ficial ice factory. Mr. Rishtine has taken 
no active part in business since then and has 
made his home with his son-in-law. 

For the past ten years Mr. Rishtine had 
been a member of the board of education, 
and during the greater part of that time 
was its president. He always took a great 
deal of interest in educational matters, and 
was considered one of the most valuable 
members of the board. He was a deacon 


in the Market Street Baptist Church, was | 


one of the oldest and most prominent mem- 
bers of Muskingum Lodge I. O. O. F., and 
an honest, upright, universally respected 
citizen. 


John Baird, aged seventy-three years, 
who was a member of the building com- 
mittee of the Philadelphia Centennial Board 
of Finance, and who was actively connected 
with the exposition, died at Philadelphia, 
Pa., this week.

The ‘* Size’’ of It. 





Some time ago John Hunter, Ameri- 
can agent for Alexander Pirie & Sons, paper 
manufacturers, Aberdeen, Scotland, im- 
ported some book paper. The collector 
claimed that the paper was sized printing 
paper and assessed the duty at 20 per cent., 
while Mr. Hunter claimed that it was un- 
sized paper—being engine sized—and that 
it was dutiable at only 15 per cent. 

The matter went to the Board of General 
Appraisers, who supported the claim of the 
protestant, and in the opinion, which was 
written by General Appraiser Wilkenson, 
the following appears: ‘‘ It appears as a 
rule that every description of printing 
paper is subjected to some kind of sizing 
during the process of manufacture. In one 
of the first stages vegetable sizing is added 
to the pulp, and the operation is known as 
engine sizing. 

* After a web of paper has been formed 
it may be treated with animal size or glue 
and paper so treated is known as “ sized” 
in contradistinction to that which is only 
engine sized. 

‘* We hold that engine sizing or sizing in 
the pulp is not the sizing or gluing provided 
for under paragraph 418. 

‘** We find that the paper in question was 
simply engine sized, and hold that it was 
unsized. The protest is sustained accord- 
ingly.” 

When this was shown to Wellington 
Smith, of the Smith Paper Company, Lee, 
Mass., he said : 

‘* Why, that is ridiculous! If book paper 
is unsized it is known as ‘ water leaf’ and 
contains no sizing whatever. Where it is 
sized, in the engine, it is certainly sized, and 
is so recognized throughout the trade. That 
opinion is onapar with that of a member of 
Congress who, when the question of the 
tariff on paper was up at Washington, 
thought that the term ‘engine sized’ had 
something to do with the size of the ma- 
chine on which the paper was made !” 

F. A. Flinn, of Miller & Flinn, said: 
** Why, whoever wrote that opinion is off ! 
Book paper, which is ‘engine sized,’ is 
so considered. When we order ‘ water- 
leaf’ paper it is paper without sizing at all. 
When we order book paper sized it means 
that it is to be ‘engine sized.’ That's the 
size of it.” 

Another member of the trade said : ‘* Why, 
that is an old question! That opinion is 
wrong, clearly wrong, and the question of 
which it treats was settled by the United 
States courts many years ago.

It is alleged that 
from October 1, 1890, to October 1, 1892, 
the gas company neglected to supply suffi- 
cient gas, and the paper company was 
obliged to purchase coal to the amount of 
$30,113. and extra labor and expense in- 
creased the cost of production to the amount 
claimed. 

The Genesee Paper Company, Roches- 
ter, N. Y., which succeeds the Rochester 
Paper Company, has started up its mill. 

The Remington Paper Company, Water- 
town, N. Y., has put a ten plate ‘‘ Gotham” 
screen, made by the Brownville Iron Works, 
on its 86 inch Harper Fourdrinier machine.

The United States Court of Appeals has 
refused to suspend the permanent injunc- 
tion secured by the Water Works Company, 
of Indianapolis, Ind., against the American 
Strawboard Company restraining the latter 
from polluting the White River, the source 
of the city’s water supply. The straw- 
board factory is located about thirty- 
five miles from Indianapolis, and the 
water company claims that it pollutes 
the stream so as to make the water 
unfit for use. Judge Baker granted a per- 
manent injunction, and then the defendant 
applied for a supersedeas, which the court 
has denied. The defendant claimed that 
the water was polluted only at a certain 
stage of the river and asked therefore that 
the order be suspended until the case could 
be finally determined. The court held that 
it had no right to make the water supply | 
of a city contingent upon any stage of water | 
in the river.

The Paper and Printing Trades 


in the Argentine Republic. 





THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. ] 





Having just arrived in the 
States after a four years’ sojourn in the 
Argentine Republic I have thought that 
some notes on the paper making industry 
and the printing trade of the country com- 
bined may be of interest to readers of Tue 
PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. 

Paper was manufactured in the Argentine 
Republic for the first time in 1890. A native 
company was formed in 
Ayres, with a capital of one million and a 
half of national dollars to erect a suitable 
building necessary for all requirements in 
making paper, from writing paper to a news 
paper roll. This company, ‘ Sociedad 
Anénima, para lafabricacion de Papel ” has 
established its fabrica (factory) at a place 
called Larate, about two hours and thirty 
minutes distant by railroad from the heart 
of Buenos Ayres city. 

It does a very smart business, employing 
about 300 hands, and is the means of sav- 
ing from $4,000,000 to $5,000,000 going to 
European export paper houses each year. 
The dividend twelve months ago was 14 
per cent. on every $100 share. But withal 
American and European paper manufac- 
turers still have opportunity to do some 
exporting to Buenos Ayres, for by the sta- 
tistics it is shown that the price of paper 
imported is lower in some cases (superior 
classes) than that which is home made. 
The duty on news paper entering Argentine 
ports is 40 per cent., while that for book is 
about 25 per cent. ad valorem. Printed 
matter in any form bears only a very slight 
tax. 

For any exporter seeking trade in any 
Latin American republic it is absolutely 


necessary that his agent or representative 
shall be thoroughly versed in Spanish, car- | 


rying with him samples, with lowest prices 


possible f.0..b. When an order isdispatched | 
the exporter should be particular to send | 


the goods as advertised, for some firms 
have been known to ship a very inferior 
class of goods to those shown to the buyer, 
evidently thinking that it was South Amer- 
ican and ‘‘ anything good enough for 
them.” Americans of the far, far South 


can appreciate faithfulness and honor 1n | 


business as well as their Northern brothers, 


and the first order may be the thin end of 


the wedge for a continuous flow of trade. 

The largest circulated daily paper in Ar- 
gentina is La Naciéon (morning). Itaver- 
ages 20,000 copies per day, and is edited 
by Sefior B. Mitre-Vedia, son of the pres- 
ent ex-President of the Republic, Bartolome 
Mitre, who founded 7he Nation twenty- 
four years ago. This “ diario” is run off 
on two Marinoni machines, driven by gas. 
The offices and workshops are the finest of 
any newspaper in Argentina, and are lit 
throughout by electricity. La Nacion is 
printed on imported paper; size, 51x39 
inches. 

Next in importance is La Prensa, which 
has nearly the same circulation as its pre- 
viously named colleague It is published 
every morning at Calle Moreno and sells for 
7 cents (U. S. currency, 3 cents). On the 
first of January of every year it publishes 
an edition of no less than 100 sheets, octavo 
size, containing statistics upon everything 
in and concerning the Argentine Republic, 
resembling much the character of the New 
York Wor/d on its anniversary day. There 
are some four other native papers coming 
to light every morning at Buenos Ayres, 
but these require no note here. 

Of evening dailies there are altogether 
six, one German and five printed in Spanish. 
El Nacional (evening) is the oldest paper 
in Argentina, having first appeared in May, 
1852, and it is therefore looked upon as el 
padre de la prensa (the father of the press). 
It is second in circulation, while £/ Diario 
(evening) is the largest circulated and 
most ‘* crispy" newspaper in the country. 
It issues two editions, one at 12:30, the 
other between l and 2p. mM. Average copies 
amount to 15,000 every day. Price 6 cents 
(United States 3 cents). 

For the English speaking classes in the 
Argentine Republic there are two sound 
morning dailies, z ¢., the Standard (Eng- 
lish-Irish) and the Buenos Ayres Herald 
(American-English), this last being edited 
by a Mr. Lowe, who hails from Boston, 
U.S. A., and it enjoys a very fair circula- 


tion, and is to be praised for its fearless | 


attacks on the unworthy Government of 


Argentina and its debasing municipal em- | 


ployees. 

The Standard seems to stand upon one 
merit only—that is, age. Its political views 
are exactly similar to a weather vane, say-

INDUSTRIAL CENTRE. 


A GROWING 


Railway extension does not always 
have a safe backing. Some enterprises in 
this direction are ahead of the times, others | 
are delusions, from which many weak | 
mortals suffer, but there are those w hich | 
have substantial reasons for their initiation | 
and justify their construction. The line of 
railway between Rumford Falls and Auburn, 
Me., appears to belong to the last class, for | 
even before reaching its southerly terminal | 

it began to earn dividends. 

For the purpose not only of celebrating 
the completion of this link in transportation, 
but also to enable many to see for them- 
selves the results of this effort and the won- 
derful industrial growth in localities brought 
into touch with the outer world thereby, a 
number of newspaper men, with gentlemen 
representing large and varied business 
interests, made a trip over the line to Rum- 
ford Falls on Saturday, the 10th inst. In- 
cluded in the party were Geo. W. Russell, 
Chas. D. Brown, Chas. A. True, Daniel F. 
Emery, Jr., E. B. Denison, Chas. A. Brown, 
H. D. Pope, H. H. Pope, Frank W. Remick, 
C. R. Milliken, C. M. Milliken and Hugh J. 
Chisholm, president of the railway, at whose 
invitation the excursion was undertaken. 
The party started from Portland, going 
thence via the Maine Central Railroad to 
Auburn and thence by way of the Portland 
and Rumford Falls Railway to Rumford 
Falls. Before going into the incidents of 
this excursion some particulars of the new 
line will begiven. 

THE PORTLAND & RUMFORD FALLS RAILWAY 
was constructed without calling for sub- 
sidy or subscription to bonds or stock 
from the towns along its route. The ener- 
getic men who acquired the property 
searcely more than three years ago drew 
upon their own resources, having faith in 
the future of the undertaking and the great 
value for manufacturing purposes of the 
magnificent water power at its northern 
terminus. Their confidence has been justi- 
fied by the result, for the road is paying 6 
per cent. dividends on the stock ; and that, 
too, in face of large outlays for two exten- 
sions. 

The new corporation, which was organ- 
ized in November, 1890, took possession of 
the old Rumford Falls and Buckfield road 
in July, 1891, and in the following Septem- 
ber made a contract for an extension from 
Canton to) Rumford, about 15 miles im 
length. By August, 1892, the road was 
running to Rumford. In the late fall of the 
same year the contract was let for the Au- 
burn extension from Mechanic Falls, about 
11 miles in length, and work was begun in 
the following spring. The last bit of bal- 
lasting was done on Tuesday, February 6, 
and the entire line was then opened to 
travel, trains making daily connections with 
Portland without change of cars. A con- 
tract for a long term of years made with 
the Maine Central Railroad gives running 
rights over the tracks between the points of 
connection and Lewiston and terminal fa- 
cilities in that city. Thus the present mile. 
age of the road is practically 57 miles from 
the northern terminal at Rumford Falls to 
the southern terminals at Lewiston and Au- 
burn. 

The road is solidly built, with heavy steel 
rails, substantial iron bridges on massive 
masonry, and commodious and handsome 
station houses. It is well equipped, and the 
passenger coaches are furnished with Wes- 
tinghouse brakes and Sewall heaters, Last 
year there were expended in permanent im- 
provements $10,000 in excess of the sum ex- 
pended during any previous year. Not 
once since coming into the possession 
of the present corporation has a train 
missed a connection or failed to make time.

The reconstruction and extension of the 
road have gone hand in hand with the ex- 
tensive building operations at Rumford 
Falls and the development for manufactur- 
ing purposes of the remarkable water power 
there. The two enterprises have been 
parts of one enlightened and comprehen- 
sive scheme, framed by men who recog- 


| nized the phenomenal capacity of the Falls 


and the value of the railroad to it as a 
feeder. They clearly saw that the great 
water power, no matter how extensive the 
mills upon it, must have easy, speedy and 
economical access to the large markets in 
order to make the race with established 
competitors and prove a pecuniary success. 
So the two enterprises were made to keep 
pace with each other. 

About twelve years ago Hugh J. Chis- 
holm, with whom Charles D. Brown, then 
of Portland, but now of Boston, was associa- 
ted, became impressed with the magnificent 
possibilities of Rumford Falls, which was 
then surrounded by a wilderness, and con- 
ceived the plan of developing its almost 
limitless resources. The two men bought 
the property piece by piece from the various 
holders until 1,100 acres on both sides of the 
river were acquired, covering all the water 
power and business sites. The property 
continued in their hands until the organiza- 
tion of the Rumford Falls Power Company 
in 1890 with a capital of half a niillion dol- 
lars. 
ago only three houses stood there is a flour- 
ishing village of a thousand inhabitants, 
with great mills, large stores, wide and well 
kept streets, school houses, hotels, churches 
and newspapers, fire department, electric 
lights and water works. If has all been the 
growth of three years—last year alone 100 
houses were built, a gain of 2400 per cent., 
for Mr. Chisholm and his associates under- 
took to do nothing at the Falls until they 
had secured the railroad and made certain 
of its extension. 

Rumford Falls is evidently only at the be- 
ginning of a prosperous career. Much has 
been said of the magnificent water power 
at this point ; it is the greatest in New Eng- 
land ; for within less than a mile the natural 
fall of the Androscoggin is a total of 162 
feet and 8 inches, and the dams now built 
increase this fall to 183 feet. At Rumford 
itself there is a sheer leap of 80 feet. Here 
at low run the volume of water is 70,5 
cubic feet a minute, giving a power in its un- 
improved state capable of running 870,000 
spindles ; but the improvements in stowing 
the water in the lakes at the head of the 
river have doubled its volume and power 
and increased its capacity to the enormous 
total of 1,600,000 spindles. The only reason 
why this immense force has not been util- 
ized heretofore is because it has been off the 
line of travel and difficult of access. 

The completion of the Portland and Rum- 
ford Railroad does away with this reason. 
This great property is now in the hands of 
the Rumford Falls Power Company, with 
offices in Portland and the following organ- 
ization :

RUMFORD FALLS PAPER COMPANY. 


This concern was organized about two 
years ago. It hasa capital stock of $500,- 
000 and the following is a list of its officers :

The company has built a paper mill of 60 
tons and a pulp mill of 55 tons daily capac- 
ity. These mills are models of their kind and 
cover an area of over 2 acres. Beginning 
with the pulp mill, the wood room is 50x86 
feet and contains two saws and ten barkers 
built by the Holyoke Machine Company. 
The screen and tank room is 86x112 feet 
and contains twelve screens, two large tanks 
and two stuff pumps. In the grinding room 
on the floor below there are twenty grind- 
ers built by the Holyoke Machine Company, 
and taking power from four 42 inch Her- 
cules wheels. The pulp is pumped from 
the pulp mill to the 

PAPER MILL, 
in which there are six Jordan engines, built 
by the Emerson Manufacturing Company, 
five Decker & Goebel wet machines, eight 
1,000 pound beating engines, built by the 
J. H. Horne & Sons Company, four Four- 
drinier machines, from the Rice, Barton & 
Fales Machine and Iron Company; five 
Hercules water wheels to drive the ma- 
chines, &c. The beating engine room is 
72x186 feet ; there are two machine rooms, 
each 72x172 feet, with cone pulley rooms 
adjacent. The machines in machine room 
No. 1 are 110 and 135 inches wide respec- 
tively ; those in the No. 2 room are each 125 
inches. The finishing room is 82x202 feet. 

Separate from the mill are the office build- 
ing, 40x85 feet, a machine shop of about the 
same size and the boiler house. An electric 
light plant supplies needed illumination at 
night. 

SULPHITE FIBRE MILL, 

During the winter and spring of 1893, the 
Rumford Falls Sulphite Company began 
the headgates, penstocks, foundation walls, 
and built a brick chimney 160 feet high for 
a large sulphite fibre mill, located on the 
middle canal next to the paper mill. The 
financial stringency of the summer caused 
a temporary suspension of operations, and 
it is confidently expected that this enter- 
prise will be completed and set in operation 
early next season. Much of the material is 
already on the ground forthe superstructure, 
which is to be of brick and steel. The ca- 
pacity of this mill is to be 40tons of sulphite 
fibre daily. 

The supply of material for pulp making is 
near at hand, and wood can be floated down 
the river to the mills. 

OTHER INDUSTRIES. 

The great fatural ‘advantages in power 
and the new railway connection promise to 
make this erstwhile backwoods district a 
manufacturing centre of.great importance. 
In addition to the paper and pulp mills, 
there are planing and lumber mills,a canning 
factory, chemical works, an electrical and 
water company and a boom company, and 
to these space forbids extended reference. 
The boom company was organized in 1892, 
and in the winter of 1893 completed just 
above Rumford Falls one of the most exten- 
sive booming grounds on the Androscoggin 
River. A dam at the head of the Falls 
raised the natural flow, creating a reserva- 
tion of 23 piers and 82 buoys, the boom ex- 
tending up about 4 miles, inclosing 140 
acres and having a capacity of holding fif- 
teen to twenty million feet of logs.

The works were in operation in Jan- 
uary, 1898. They have been in successful 


| operation continuously since, and are now 


turning out 2 tons of bleaching powder and 
1 ton of caustic soda per day. The plant 
will be greatly enlarged the present year, 
and large substantial buildings will take the 
place of some which are only temporary. 
UTILIZATION OF POWER. 

For the economical utilization of the 
power, three canals, the upper, middle and 
lower level, were projected. The upper 
level canal is located 100 feet above, and 
the lower level 50 feet below the middle 
canal. The lower level has a head of 30 
feet to the river. The mills built along the 
canals, besides receiving water from the 
river, are enabled by this terrace system to 
utilize a second and a third time the power 
employed in turning the wheels of manu- 
factories situated on the upper level. Two 
substantial dams have been built. ‘The 
upper dam is about 250 feet long, which 
with a natural ledge, gives a roll way 700 
feet long. The lower dam is 380 feet long. 

Just above the lower dam are the middle 
canal head gates, which control the flow of 
water from the river into the canal. About 
4,000 cubic yards of stone and earth were 
used in their construction. The canal is 
2,400 feet long, from 90 to 200 feet wide, and 
20 feet deep. 

THE WORKER. 

For the institution of these enterprises 
and their development the chief credit must 
be given to Hugh J. Chisholm, whose sa- 
gacity, executive ability and tireless energy 
have been manifested throughout all of the 
undertakings which have brought about a 
change in a locality once remote from in- 
dustrial prominence. ‘To him is the village 
of Rumford Falls indebted for its existence 
to-day, and the railroad for its completion 
and its earned dividends. He saw from the 
first the intimate connection necessary to be 
made between the railroad and the water 
power in order tosecure the success of each, 
and he gave time and effort to the accom- 
plishment of the work. He owns the larger 
part of the stock of the railway company, of 
which he is president, and a third of the 
stock of the power company. Aside from 
these he is interested in the other companies 
located at Rumford Falls, as well as in pa- 
per making enterprises at other localities. 
It may therefore be said that he deserves 
all of the encomium which perseverance, 
push and intelligent foresight may bring to 
any man. ,

Rag Disinfection. 





Dr. Walter Kempster was sent to 
Europe some time ago as a special agent of 
the Treasury Department to investigate the 
question of contagious diseases with special 
reference to the possibility of their trans- 


| mission to this country through the medium 


of rags. Dr. Kempster has just made his 
report. It is a voluminous document cov- 
ering about 600 pages of typewritten mat- 
ter, and isaccompanied by maps, diagrams, 
&c. 

Dr. Kempster, in company with Dr. Ir- 
win, another Treasury special agent, visited 


|a large nurgber of rag packing establish- 


ments in England and on the Continent, 
Ghent being the point of special interest. 
Their first call was at the packing house of 
E. Lansingbergh & Co., where the fumigat- 
ing room was in a brick building 42 feet 
long by 26 feet wide and 24 feet from the 
floor to the peak of the roof, a wooden rack 
being located around the room about 6 feet 
from the floor. On this rack the rags were 
spread out 2 feet deep, while in an iron pot 
in the room was 4 pounds of sulphur, which 
was burned in the fumigating process. The 
room was not tight, there being at one end 
an opening 7 feet high by 6 feet wide, 
through which entrance was had to another 
building. The Doctor says that it was evi- 
dent that the disinfection arrangements 
were made in anticipation of his visit. Mr. 
Lansingbergh stated that he fumigated 15 
tons a day and that his annual output was 
about 12,000 tons. The Doctor figured, 
however, that, allowing that 15 tons were 
fumigated a day, the output could be only 
5,400 tons. 

Dr. Kempster then visited the establish- 
ments of Alphonse Van der Haege and Max 
Cohn, where the fumigating plants were of 
the same general character, while the fumi- 
gating of the rags packed by Emilie Cabar- 
teux was done by E. Lansingbergh & Co. 
All of the packers expressed a very positive 
opinion that rags did not carry contagion, 
and that none of their employees had been 
attacked. 

Drs. Kempster and Irwin also inspected 
the rag packing establishments in England, 
Holland, France, Germany, Austria, Egypt, 
&c., and their conclusions are that in the 
first place it is impossible to tell the origin of 
rags, owing to the ease with which they are 
sent from one country to another ; that the 
method of disinfection was a farce and a 
sham ; that rags are shipped from infected 
ports, and that some of the United States 
consuls connive at the frauds thus com- 
mitted. 

Dr. Kempster reports that one rag ex- 
porter said to him in the presence of wit- 
nesses: ‘‘ Business is business, It costs 
money to disinfect rags, and when the other 
people are not disinfecting why should we? 
So we simply baled our rags without disin- 
fection, stenciled them disinfected and they 
were shipped and admitted to the United 
States without question. There are certain 
rag dealers in Boston and New York who 
seem to have more influence in Washington 
than your (the doctors) reports, which are 
certainly not being regarded. So long as 
your consuls receive the fees for certificates 
of disinfection, things will never be any 
better than they are now.”

Lining for Digesters. 





A new method of lining digesters con- 
sists in applying a mixture of litharge and 
glycerine in a thin layer—say about one- 


eighth of an inch in thickness—to the whole 
interior of the shell. It is said that if this 
is mixed in proper proportions it will forma 
very adherent coating and will last a long 
time, even in the largest digesters. 

The materials used may be the ordinary 
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litharge of commerce and pure glycerine. 
The preferred proportions are 100 parts of 
litharge and 12 parts of glycerine. This 
will give a mixture having approximately 
the consistency and plastic property of ordi- 
nary putty, and it has the property of dry- 
ing very quickly when spread out ina thin 
layer. The addition of a larger percentage 
of glycerine makes it more plastic, but de- 
lays the hardening. 

| In preparing the mixture the litharge 
should be thoroughly dried 1n any conven- 
ient way, asin a drying oven, for the pur- 
pose of discharging all moisture from it, 
after which the glycerine is thoroughly in- 
corporated with it by mechanical admixture. 
It should be*applied quickly to the surface 
to be protected, where it hardens and be- 
comes as solid as stone and strongly ad- 
herent. If it is thought desirable to sup- 
plement such a lining with an inner pro- 
tective wall of brick or stone, the same 
cement may with advantage be used in 
laying up such wall, its cohesion being such 
as to make the joints between the bricks 
almost if not quite as strong as the bricks 
themselves. Of course it will also be under- 
stood that sheets of lead may, if desired, be 
interposed between such protective wall 
and the cement lining. It will be found 
that this new cement is applicable alike to 
digesters made of iron, of steel and of 
bronze. 
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Paper Bag Machine. 





Among recent inventions is a paper 
bag making machine which first pastes one 
edge of the uppermost sheet of a pile of 
sheets of paper, and then, after the upper- 
most sheet has been placed in position by 
the operator, drives or carries that sheet 
down by means of a square shaped blank or 
male die (of a size corresponding to that of 
the bag to be made) into a mold or female 
die in such a manner that the two edges of 
the sheet of paper project up from between 
| the sides of the male and female dies. 
Then two horizontally sliding folder blades 
are moved one after the other in such a 
manner as to fold first the unpasted side of 
| the sheet of paper over the top of the male 
| die or blank, and then the other side, so as 
| to fold the pasted edge of the paper over 
| the opposite edge and cause it to adhere 
thereto. 

While the sheet of paper is being formed 
into a square tube, a vertically sliding plate, 
or what is termed the bottom end folder, is 
raised so as to fold in the lower part of the 
end of the tube, and immediately afterward 
a paste roller, having previously been moved 
forward by a suitable cam arrangement, 
delivers a small quantity of paste along the 
underneath part of the top edge of the end 
of the bag, and then another vertical plate, 
or what is termed the top end folder, is 
| lowered, and folds in the pasted part of the 

end of the bag over the lower part, after 
which two more sliding plates or folders are 
moved so as toturn in the two remaining 
peaks or sides of the end of the bag, the 

effect of turning the peaks in being to cause 
them to contact with the paste roller, so 
that a certain quantity of paste is delivered 
on to them and they are thus caused to ad- 
here to the bag bottom, completing the 
| manufacture of the bag, which is then re- 
moved from the blank or male die upon 
which it has been formed, and is placed in 
position in front of a traveling roller and 
endless traveling apron, when a small roller 
supported upon a pair of arms above it is 
| caused to move down so as to form a fold 
across the bag near the bottom, and the 
movement being continued a straight blade 
or knife comes down and completes the fold 
in the bag, which is then guided to between 
the traveling apron and roller; the square 
paper cylinder or bag having the block bot- 
tom is thereby compressed into a flat shape, 
which is very convenient for packing the - 
bags in cases or other receptacles for de- 
livery.
